Mint op the United States, January 21, 183&. 

Sir : In your letter of the 24th ultimo you ask me to furnish you, as 
soon after the expiration of the year as practicable, with, all the information 
in my possession necessary to enable you to furnish to the Senate, in com- 
pliance with their resolution of the- 20th of December last, a statement 
showing » the amount of gold coined at the Mint and its branches since 
the gold bill of IS34 took etfect, distinguishing the bullion from which the 
same was coined, so as to show how much was coined from fbreio-n gold 
how much from United States coins of the former standard, and how much 
from gold of the United States mines.” 

In obedience to your instructions I have the honor of submitting to you 
the subjoined statement, which will be found to comprise all the niforma- 
tion asked of me. It is proper to mention that although the coinage under 
the gold bill of 1834 did not commence until the 1st of August, it compre- 
hended all the gold deposites made after the 1st of June, and these are, 
accordingly, included in the statement. ’
